Extract from the Journal of the Rev. Alexander 
Fyvie, of Surat, 

September 1st, 1822.—Preached in one 
of our native school-rooms. On my arri- 
val, found only our native schoolmasters 
the native readers, and a few school child- 
ren assembled. Being seated, 1 desired 
the reader to begin, whieh he immedi- 
ately did, end read three chapters of Os- 
tervald’s Abridged History of the Bible 
which we translated and printed for the 
Bombay District Committee of the Chris- 
tian Knowledge Society, with a Number 
of which the Society has kindly suoplied 
us. ‘The reader made several remarks as 
he went on; one was, that it was a little 
book full of useful instruction: we had in 
it the history of the whole word of God, 
from the beginning to the present time, 
ina small compass. In the true Asiatic 





style, he exclaimed, ** Most excellent! a 
| little book, but full of wise and good in- 
| formation.” 

The reader having finished his allotted 
| portion, and no more hearers appearing, 
| I said to the schoolmasters present, * The 


people are not come, and | suppose you’ 


, would not have come either, had it not 
been that you are my servants, and were 
afraid that by stopping away you would 

_have displeased me.” They nodded as- 
sent, and by their looks to each other, 

| seemed to say, Sahib knows our hearts. 

At last, one said, ** What Sahib says is ve- 
ry true, the mind of man is entangled 
with the affairs of this world. Mano is 
sunk into himself.” 

Several persons coming in, I read an 
account of Christ’s incarnation, his mira- 
cles, and great patience under sufferings ; 
and the cause and design of his sufferings 
and death.— When they heard of his suf- 
ferings and death, as aa atonement for the 
sins of men, they appeared affected.

He acknowledged all this ; but said, 
that if we could give the people a living, 
there was no doubt but that some thou- 
sands would embrace Christianity. 1 told 
him, that such converts would not be worth 
having; we djd not wish to make people 
Christians in this way, nor by force, as 
Mahomed had done. ‘These were the 
means people use to propagate false reli- 
gions; but truth required no such =e 
He appeared to think all this very g000 
and said, that converts from prey 5 
were the only right ones.

1 could not help 
feeling the yearnings of the tenderest 
pity, when I saw these poor victims of de- 
lusion, bowing down before their favonr- 
ite, and almost deified, saints. Surely, this 
must afford something like a specimen of 
heathenism! O! that the Sun of righteeus- 
ness may soon arise, and shine upon these 
dark places of the earth. Little is Eng- 
land sensible of the vast obligation she is 
under to Christianity, for her high supe- 
riority amidst the nations of the world.— 
Doubtless it is in a great measure from 
the wide and unrestrained diffusion of the 
Bible, and of Christian knowledge, that 
she is indebted for her ascendancy in pol- 
icy, in arts, in science, &c. as well as in 
religion. How thankful should we be to 
Him who has thus favoured and distin- 
guished our native land! And what zeal 
should glow io our breasts to spread the 
blessings of Christianity amongst our per- 
ishing fellow-creatures.

AMBOYNA. 

By a letter from the Rev. J. Kam, we 
learn that the eight missionaries sent from 
Holland, have all proceeded to the places 
of their destination, so that no missionary 
now remains at Amboyna, except Mr. 
Kam, who says be wants seven or. eight 
more for the Sangir aad other islands, & 
Mr. Kam expresses great thankfulness for 
the large supply of the Chinese New 
Testament and ‘l'racts sent him by our 
missionaries at Malacca, which have been 
thankfully received by the Chinese 10- 
habitants. He is desirous of a further 
supply for the islands of Banda, Ternate, 
and Menado, to be distributed by the 
brethren who are now labouring there. 

Mr. Kam refers toan account of the 
destruction of idols in the village of 2boru, 
in the island Karako, in the year 1822. It 
was communicated to the Resident of Ka- 
rako, by the native schoolmaster, who in- 
forms him, that on the 18th day of Janu- 
ary, 1822, he collected together all the 
inhabitants of the Negery (Aboru), when 
idolatry, to which they and their foreta- 
thers had been accustomed, was entirely 
abolished. This was done at five differ- 
ent places; and on the 23d of the same 
month, some other idols were demolished.

CAPE TOWN. 
Extract of a Letter from the Rev. Mr. Beck 
to the Secretary. December 6, 1822. 


The pleasing alteration which has ta- 
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y had fain- | 


ken place in Cape Town, during the last 
four years, ig really surprising. Preju- 
dice against missionary proceedings has 
vanished in a great measure; an uncom- 
mon interest in behalf of the ignorant 
and out of the way,” bas been excited; 
young persons have been found willing to 
devote their time and talents to their in- 
struction; and, on the whole, we have 
reason to exclaim, ** The Lord hath done 
great things for us, whereof we have rea- 
son to be glad.” 

Aware that you may feel anxious to 
know not only statements, but facts of 
our doings, I shall commence with the 
Sabbath, which is employed, both ig the 
forenoon and afternoon, in instructing the 
heathen to read; after which an. address 
is given by the ‘Teachers in their turn. 
The number of scholars has increased 
from 30 to 100, and the number of Teach- 





ers from 6 to 20. : 

On the first Monday of the month, we 
are engaged in the Missionary Prayer 
Meeting, which is well attended, and the 
callections are often very liberal. Ou the 
second Monday, we have a Prayer Meet- 
ing for the Teachers of the Sabbath ard 
Thursday Schools, to devise plans for far- 
ther usefulness ; to encourage one as0th- 
e’ to go on in the work of prayer, 4ymns 
aid addresses; to converse abost those 
teathens whom we have reasors to hope 
iré under serious impressions; and to se- 
ect the candidates for baptism, consisting 
it present, of twelve individuals. 

On the following Mondays, the candid- 
ates are examined as to ‘the hope that is 
in them, and that knowledge of the sacred 
Scriptures which we deem necessary to 
constitute them fit subjects for baptism. 

On the first Tuesday of the month, we 
rave aChurch Meeting, to admit mem- 
»ers, and to converse with the members 
ibout their progress in knowledge, and in 

he grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. Oft- 
«2, to hear tho unadorned effusions of a 
teathen mind under the influence of the 
gace of God is really delightful. Should 
it be gratifying to you, | shall endeavour 
te transmit to you in future a few of their 
remarks. 

On the Wednesdays, | preach to the in- 
tabitants, and the meeting is well attend- 
ed, consisting of those belonging to the 
Calvinistie and Lutheran denominations. 

On Thursdays we are eogaged in an 
Evening School tor the heathen, which 
has been commenced lately with flatter- 
ing prospects, the number of scholars 
having increased from 60 to 280, of whom 
from 120 to 140. attend constantly. 

On Friday nights, the Seriptures are 
expouuded to the heathen; and on Sab- 
hath evenings they are catechized, when, 
from 300 to 400 attend, and their prog- 
ress 1s very pleasing. 

On the whole, hy the grace of God, we 
have not laboured in vain, nor spent our 
streugth for nought. Many, though com- 
paratively few, considering the number 
who attend the means of grace, have been 
brought to the knowledge of the truth du- 
ring the last three years of our missionary 
proceedings.

Dear Brethren,—IpoLatry is a most 
stupid and senseless practice, conveying 
to the mind the worst ideas of God, our 
heavenly Father. He is from everlasting, 
but the idol was born yesterday ; he is 
eternal in duration, but the idol is melted 
in the river ; he is holy, but the idol of 
Krishna is the image of a lecher; he is 
merciful, but the image of Doorga is the 
image of a fury; he is Almighty, but the 
image is made of dead matter; he is full 
of majesty and glory, but in the worship 
of Hunooman the Divine Being is expos- 
ed to contempt and derision.

Kea, and Mouna Huararai, are much more 
stupendous than any in Otaheite. The 
mountaineus parts are generally more 
sublime, but much less picturesque than in 
the southern isles. The land usually ris- 
es with a gradual ascent from the beach 
to the lofty mountains of the interior, but 
the surface is only partially covered with 
trees and shrubs, and towards the shore 
the principal verdure is a brownish kind 
of long grass ; frequently, as far as the 
eye can reach, nothing was visible but 
dark java, tinged with a red or brown cel- 
our, according to the proportion of iron it 
contained in a state of oxidization; while, 
in the Society Isiands, the most luxuriant 
vegetation not only clothes the summit of 
the mountains, but descends to the beach, 
and, by its overhanging branches in many 
places, prevents the traveller from pro- 
ceeding without going up to his knees in 
the sea. Many parts of these islands are 
also inadequately supplied with water.—- 
At Kairuas,a village containing some thou- 
sands of inhabitants, the nearest water is 
a spring about three miles distant in the 
mountains ; and, in point of natural pro- 
ductions for the support of the inhabitants, 
these are all far inferior to the Society Ist- 
ands. ‘The bread-fruit tree, so abundant 
in Otaheite, is here but thinly scattered, 
and generally of a blighted appearance ; 
the fruit not one third so large in size, and 
very inferior in quality. The taro is e- 
qual in quality, but considerably smaller, 
owing, perbaps, to its being plucked much 
sooner than is customary with the Tahit- 
ians. Plaintains and bananas are only 
grown in sheltered and particniar plaecce, 
and, though very sweet, are much smaller * 
and more scarce than in the Society Is}- 
ands. The chesnut and the vi-plumb are 
not to be found, though ! understand there 
are plenty of ohias, (or red apples,) but 
this is not the season forthem. Yams do 
not appear to be cultivated in any of the 
islands except Onehou, the most leeward 
of the group ; and those I have seen from 
thence, though much larger, are not supe- 
rior to the yams of the Huahine, Tabuae- 
manu, or Maurua. The uara, or sweet 
potatoes, appear to be the principal food 
of the people, together with their pei, a 
sort of pudding made of the taro, which 
with the sweet potatoe, is cultivated to a 
very considerable extent. Fish are by no 
means plentiful, though much labour is en~ 
dured in seeking them for the king and 
chiefs. Hogs are very scarce, and are 
generally sold at from four to ten dollars 
each ; fowls are also proportionably dear, 
as is every article of provision. The in- 
convenience for want of fire-wood is very 


| great; it costs the mission family here, 


four dollars per week for fire-wood alone.

When ‘the period arrives for organizing 
the Class, the introductory exercises will 
' vary according to circumstances. A hort 
| portion of the Scriptures, like the 19th 
| Psalm, may be read, with the blessing of 
| God invoked on the proposed exercise, 
| either before or after its pernsal. ‘Then 
| the youth may be informed of the partic- 
vlar manner in which their future meet- 
ings will be conducted. Most of the nu- 
merous Bible Classes in New-England, 
either use the “ Bible Class Text-Book,” 
consisting of a system of questions answer- 
ed in Scripture language entirely, or a 
Reference Testament, called the ‘s Sab- 
bath School Testament.’ We will describe 
the usual exercises in Bible Classes with 
each of these works, so far as we have 
been acquainted with them. Where the 
* Text Book’ is chosen by the Pastor, the 
members of the Class will be furnished 
with that at the first meeting. Such as 
engaged in studying it, might convenient- 
ly be formed into five divisions, three of 
females and two of males,——or, where the 
Pastor chooses, he can have two Classes, 
—cne of females,to meet in the afternoon, 
——the other of males, to meet in the eve- 
ning,—and each Class separated in four 
or five divisions. Let one division take 
the first lesson. Each member of that di- 
vision is expected to commit to memory 
the passages of Scripture which are print- 
ed out, aod as many others which are 
in reference as may be convenient. Be- 
sides doing this, the Notes in the appendix 
should be attentively consulted in their 
place, and such use made of Bibles with 
marginal references, as may more fully 
unfold the will of God ona that particular 
subject. Unwearied attention in the scrip- 
tural investigation of their lessons should 
be given. On this, much of the benefit of 
the otherexercises depends. J.et the sec-

Besides the scriptural recitations, the 
Pastor might recommend writing essays 
on their respective lessons, after an atten- 
tive consultation of the Bible. Many ad- 
vantages might be derived from such an 
exercise, even if the compositions were 
never shown to the Pastor. Whenhe re- 
ceives them, after making needful correc- 
tions, he couid read as anonymous, such as 
he thought fit, and return others to the 
writers without reading them tothe Class. 
These exercises, though imposing a con- 
siderable tax on the Pastor’s time, prom- 
ise so much benefit to the young, that he 
will probably cheerfully consent to them. 

When the members of the Class are con- 





vened for recitation, let them be reminded 
| that they are engayed in no ordinary study, 
—thet the appropriate exercises of the 


Class demanda reverential, prayerful, and | 


practical attention, Jet them be remind- 
ed that, rightly to uuderstand, and faith- 
fully to apply its truths, they need the in- 
fluence: of the same Spirit which indited 
the Sacred volume. A few remarks of 
this kind willtend to prepare their minds 
to spend five minutes in prayer at the o- 
pening of the meeting.

The first question will then be propoun- 
ded to the first division, and one of its 
members will be desired to repeat a part,

In the evening, the Rev. Mr. Putnam, a Mes- 
senger of the Warren Aseociation, delivered a 
Discourse from Luke xi. 13,—** If ye being evil, 
know how to give good gifts to your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask him?” In this 
discourse, the nature and importance of prayer, 
especially for the Holy Spirit, were judiciously 
exhibited and enforced. 

On Thursday morning, at 8 o'clock, the Trus- 
tees of the Massachusetts Baptist Education So 
ciety met, and transacted their annual business. 

During the session of the Association, moneys 
were received from most of the Churches, and 
from various benevolert Societies and individuals 
for the support of Missions, Education of young 
Ministers, and in aid of the Evafgelical Tract 
Society. Several communications were received, 
presenting sams to constitute ministers life mem- 
bers of the Tract Society, and an increasing at- 
tention to the subject of distributing evangelical 
tracts was appurent.

Greeks and Turks.—From the dark picture of 
Fre.ch oppression aud Spanish treachery, it is

Patent Rights.—The case of Nathaniel Knap 
v, James Rose, came on for triai before the 
Circuit Court, now sitting in Hartiord on the 
I7ih inst.

The Piaimtif in his declaration 
set forth that anicrior to the year 1317, he in-

IMPORTANCE OF HEBREW LEARNING. 


The follewing extract from an inter- 
esting little work by the present Bishop 


of St. David’s, entitled, ** Motives to the | 


Study of Hebrew,” &c. may, perhaps, sug- 
gest ‘*a word in season” to some of our 
readers. 

Addressing clergymen who are either 
indolent about their proper official pur- 
suits, or addicted to the pleasures of the 
world, the learned and worthy prelate 
thus proceeds: 


‘‘ Let me intreat you as your friend and 
sincere well-wisher, to bear with me 
awhile, in thus dealing plainly with you. 
I intreat you in the name of your Saviour, 
of your high and sacred office, do not turn 
away your eyes from the deformity that 
clothes your character ; or persuade your- 
selves, that by so doing you can blind the 
eyes of others. ‘They see and they are 
forced to see, that you are insufficient ; 
that you pretend to be teachers of others, 
whilst you yourselves have need to be 
taught the first principles of sacred Jearn- 
ing. Hlow can you bear contempt from 
the illiterate and the vulgar? And yet 
how can you escape it? How can you 
endure to have the lower classes of men 
say, ‘There goes a parson that never 
studies his Bible! there is a preacher that 
lies on a level with the boy that waits at 
his table, or wipes his horse’s heels! 
there is an ambassador that cannot reada 
word of the commission and instructions 
of his Prince! There is a spiritual doctor, 
that cannot read a line of his supreme 
Physician’s prescripiions! There is a 
teacher of the divine laws, that knows 
nothing, but what other people can tell 
him,-ot the original statutes of heaven?’ 

Can you bear all this, and a thousand 
times more, with an unfeeling heart, and 
an uablushing face? Do not you in your 
conscience judge, that such laziness and 
insufficiency would never be borne in any 
other of the professions of life? Who 
would employ a lawyer, if he could not

When the Emperor Joseph II. of Ger-

and condescending manner with this emin- 
ent philosopher, who has distinguished 
himself not more by his volumspous and 
learned works upon science, than by those 
which he wrote expressly in hunour of the 
Christian religion. When, soon after, 
one of his relations spoke in terms of ex- 
ultation of this distinguished honour which 
had been done him, he replied in these 
words, which were strongly demonstrative 
of his hope: ‘“ True! yet ‘ rejoice not at 
this, but rather rejoice because your 
Names are written in heaven !” ”’ 

Like sentiments were expressed by Co- 
lonel de Berdeleben, (an old and meritori- 
ous officer in the service of the great Fre- 
deric, king of Prussia,) when the monarch
